of the plurality of locations having geographical coordinates, said means for processing adapted 
to generate a calibration relationship between the geographic coordinates of the calibration 
location and calibration foil coordinates of the opto-touch foil, said calibration foil coordinates 
corresponding to where die calibration location appears in the physical document; and 

means for computing foil coordinates of the opto-touch foil, for each location of the 
plurality of locations, corresponding to where each location appears in the physical document,

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said means for computing utilizing the geographic coordinates of each location and the 
calibration relationship. 

32. (New) The apparatus of claim 31, further comprising a table that stores, for each location of 
the plurality of locations, an identifier of each location, Ihe geographic coordinates of each 
location, and the foil coordinate of each location.

means for causing a blinking of light at a first position corresponding to where a first 
location of the plurality of locations appears in the physical document; and 
means for highlighting the first location in the electronic document, 
said means for sending and said means for highlighting responsive to the opto-louoh foil 
being pressed or touched at the first position.
